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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Referring to claims 1,5, 10, and 14, Prior Art fails to disclose of performing at least two 
routing calculations for a maximum number of signal compression and decompressions, the 
routing calculations comprising a first routing calculation for a number of signal compressions 
and decompressions that is less than the maximum number, and a second routing calculation for 
the maximum number of signal compressions and decompressions using information obtained 
from the first routing calculation and selecting a route between the source node and the 
destination node based on the least number of links required for the route as determined by the 
said routing calculation in combination with other limitations as set forth in the respective 
claims. Note: the number of compressions and decompressions corresponds to links with or 
without compression as discussed on page 6 of the specification.
